e In the face of the high-handed exclusion 
from our shores of John Strachey, inter- 
nationally famous and progressive author, 
one must ask bluntly: what sort of monkey 
business is this from the State Department? 

There seems to be an open door to all sorts 
of fascist agents, who come into this coun- 
try to undermine our democracy, to endan- 
ger our peace and security, to spread their 
poisonous Hitler propaganda against Ameri- 
can citizens. 

Vittorio Mussolini, fascist whelp of the 
Rome dictator, and an avowed lover of war

dirty work, and then scurry back to their 
Nazi holes. 

Yet when such a friend of America, her 
people and her democratic institutions as 
Strachey comes to our gates, he is arro- 
gantly turned back by some red-baiting offi- 
cial who in no sense reflects the democratic 
wishes of the American people. 

The person immediately responsible for 
cancelling Strachey’s visa is the American 
Consul General in London, Douglas Jenkins. 
Evidently, Jenkins has become an appendage 
to the Tory Government of the pro-fascist 
Chamberlain, and is trying to help Chamber- 
lain whitewash his base betrayals.

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The World -Telegram has found a kindred 
spirit in the liar Lindbergh. 

This New York member of the Scripps- 
Howard newspaper chain yesterday made a 
very lame and pitiful attempt to come to the 
defense of the fortune-hunting Lindbergh 
who flew right into the House of Morgan. 

The ex-patriate Lindbergh played a par- 
ticularly dirty part in the Munich treachery 
which so revulsed every decent person in 
the world. He was exposed as a lying stooge 
for the pro-Nazi Cliveden set of London 
which has pulled the strings for the despic- 
able Chamberlain. ; 


Lindbergh hadn’t a word to say in reply 
when eleven of the Soviet Union’s foremost 
aviators branded him as a liar about the 
strength of Soviet aviation. 


But the World-Telegram rushed to the 
defense of Mr. Lindbergh, who right now is 
in Berlin receiving the applause of the Nazi 
enemies of mankind. 


It will be recalled that Lindbergh made a 
mysterious flight to Moscow just when Hit- 
ler and Chamberlain were scheming the 
butchery of Czechoslovakia. The world scep- 
tically then asked why. And it now has the 
stunning answer. Lindbergh was acting as a 
combined Nazi spy and propagandist to help 
Chamberlain and the Cliveden set out of a 
tight spot. 

When Hitler was pumping up war hyste- 
ria to the bursting point and Chamberlain 
was striving to convince British public opin- 
ion that the only thing to do was just what 
Hitler asked, Lindbergh peddled his lies 
about the “weakness” of Soviet aviation. 
which gave the much-needed “point” to 
Chamberlain’s treacherous “arguments” that 
Great Britain should truckle to the fascists 
and not unite with the democracies to halt 
Hitler. 


Now when the Scripps-Howard aviation 
editor, one Major Al Williams, tries to white- 
wash Lindbergh he is really defending 
Chamberlain’s treachery. But as he dare not 
do that openly to the American people he 
contents himself with a shallow effort to 
prove Lindbergh correct. 


But the Major proves himself to be a 
Nazi, adorer. According to a series of articles 
he Wrote for his chain at the height of the 
Czechoslovak crisis, Major Williams was a 
confidante of the Nazi aviation department 
run by the blustering Herman Goering. The 
major prefaced his statements to prove he 
was in the know with these words: “When 
I was in Germany I was quietly in- 
formed. 

In short, he wished to impress the read 
er with how close the Nazis consider this 
present defender of the Lindbergh lies. 

Here is a sample of Major Williams’ re- 
liability. Even he knows, for instance that 
aeroplanes are as useless as flat tires without 
fuel. Germany does not have any oil of its 
own. Ersatz, substitutes, have proven to be 
a failure. They have become the subject of 
the most biting jokes in Germany. Now the 
major in his series of articles inflating the 
German aviation fleets argued that Hitler 
had overcome his difficulties here. 

Yet only a few months ago the foremost 
British financial and economic organ, the 
Economist, had published the most authori-

tative article on the subject. This article, 
buttressed with facts and figures, showed 
that Hitler could not even complete his pres- 
ent Ersatz fuel plan within the next five 
years. And even were these plans completed, 
German aviation could not go to war without 
outside supplies. 

Moreover, in a recent book (“Ourselves 
and Germany”) by the Clivedenite, Lord 
Londonderry, a close friend of Hitler, the 
Nazi dictator is quoted as fearing most So- 
viet aviation. f 

But later, the Astors, the Londonderrys 
and the Chamberlains, desiring to create 
panic and a capitulatory atmosphere in 
Great Britain, had to try to reverse the 
truth—to make the German air forces un- 
beatable, gigantic and to lie the Soviet air 
fleets into insignificance. 

Now the most crushing answer to Lind- 
bergh and his whitewasher was given by the 
French General Staff through former Air 
Minister Pierre Cot. 

In a widely quated article refuting the 
Lindbergh propagandist fabrications, Pierre 
Cot proves by facts and figures that taking 
into account only one-half of the Soviet 
Union’s air fleet (leaving the other half in- 
tact for hypothetical use in the Far East), 
the, combined air force of Great Britain, 
France, Czechoslovakia and the U.S.S.R. out- 
numbered and outclassed the total air might 
of fascist Italy and Germany. 

The fact is, however, that the Soviet air 
fleet alone is larger, more effective and more 
powerful than the combined Rome-Berlin 
axis air strength. 

Here it is not a question of needing to 
brag about the air might of the land of So- 
cialism. The facts are known to the high- 
flyers in lying. 

The point that should alarm the peace- 
loving people in the democracies is the ex- 
tent of the cunning and trickery of the 
Chamberlains and their silk-hatted and 
drawing-room accomplices to come to the as- 
sistance of the fascist war-makers. 

In trying to belittle Soviet aviation in 
his puny way, the Scripps-Howard major 
forgets to say anything about the fact that 
Soviet flyers, for instance, hold the majority 
of world’s records. ö :

“Red Rose” with all its faults, is 


of serious analysis. 


It is a surprisingly strong drama- 
tization of the struggle of the work- 


ing people of Poland against czar- 
ist oppression in the years 1904-08. 
The red rose is for the blood of 
those who gave lives in this struggle 
for independence, a struggle that 
still goes on today, except that now 
the enemy is fascism, not czarism. 


Specifically, “Red Rose” is the 


story of the underground national 
liberation movement of the time— 
its efforts to make the people 


conscious of their enslavement to 
the “little father.” Honestly enough, 
the film shows us something of the 
disunity of the workingclass and the 


shameful apathy of the other classes 
in the face of the unified tyranny | - 
from the Kremlin of that time. 


We meet the leaders of the under- 
ground movement. We see the 
things in their program that will 


ultimately lead them to disaster. 


We come into contact with the cos- 
sacks during a factory strike. We
